The defense countered with tes- 
timony by a certified public ac- 
countant who said Knetzer’s. dis- 
bursements during the period ex- 
ceeded income by $302,000, indi- 
eating he had that sum on hand 
in April 1948. Government attor- 
meys replied that the defense fig- 
ures were based largely on Knet- 
ger’s own account of his opera- 
tions and were unreliable. 

Born in Central Illinois, Knet- 
zer, now 39 years old, godt in 
trouble as a youth when arrested 
for robbery in the east. After 
serving six years in a New York 
prison, he returned to [Illinois

EISENHOWER HOURS AFFECT 
TRAFFIC ON ROAD TO CAPITAL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (Up) 
Contractors repairing a highway 
between the Capital and suburban 
Arlington, Va., which is used by 
thousands of federal workers, in- 
stalled an electric computer to 
measure the traffic flow.

FPC OVERRULED 


Appeals Court Ruling 


Pay More to Mississip- 
pi River Fuel. 


The United States Court of 
Appeals in Philadelphia has 
ruled the Federal Power Com- 
mission was in error in reject- 
ting summarily last May 29 an 
application. of the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. for a second- 
round $3,350,000-a-year rate in- 
crease for natural gas, Laclede 
Gas Co. officials learned here 
today. 

The decision permits Missis- 
sippi to put into effect the new 
rate schedule as soon as it posts a 
bond to guarantee refund of any 
portion of the increase found ex- 
cessive by the commission after a 
hearing. This means that Laclede 
Gas must start paying about $2,- 
400,000 more in rates as soon as 
the schedule and bond are posted. 
Some of this may be refunded. 


Robert W. Otto, president of 


Leclede, bas insisted that any 
increase of this magnitude must 
be passed on to consumers be- 
cause the company cannot ab- 
sorb it. 

In the decision, the court held 
the commission had two courses 
of action when Mississippi sought 
to file its higher tariff. By failing 
to take any action, it would have 
permitted the new tariff to go 
into effect. 

Or, it could have ordered a 
hearing and, pending the hear- 
ing, could have suspended the 
proposed tariff for a period of 
not more than five months be- 
yond the proposed effective date. 

“It did neither of these 
things,“ the opinion stated. “It 
purported to follow a third 
course, rejection without hear- 
ing—a course for which it can- 
not show even color of statutory 
authority.” 

Conceding the commission may 
lack the funds and staff to make 
the detailed investigation neces- 
sary for a decision on the appli- 
cation, when many other applica- 
tions are pending at the same 
time, the court stated this was a 
matter for Congress to remedy. 

“If changes in the law are need- 
ed,” the opinion said, “or more 
personnel to administer existing 
law, or both, it is not for the 
administrative agency. or the 
courts to try to make up for this 
deficiency by taking unauthorized 
shortcuts or indulge in time- 
saving procedures which fail to 
accord parties the rights which 
the law as written gives to them.”

At the present time, he 
pointed out, there are only 401 
legal curb parking spaces and 
there were off-street parking 
facilities sufficient to handle this 
number of automobiles. 

Downtown Loading Provision. 

The planners agreed to in- 
clude in the new traffic bill pro- 
visions for permitting loading 
and unloading of commodities 
downtown, but to restrict park- 
ing for this purpose to a mini- 
mum. Use of alleys for deliveries 
will be encouraged.

FIND STEEL Toi 


Metal Market Closer to 
Being Free Than at 
Any Time in 2 Years— 
Gasoline Prices Likely 
to Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
The market in steel, copper and 
aluminum was closer today to 
being free than it has been in 
more than two years. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion eased allocation controls yes- 
terday and promised to do away 
with them, except for a minimum 
to protect defense requirements, 
by June 30. 

Price controls remain on the 
allocation-free metals, but all 
price controls are on the way out 
by not, later than April 30. 

The new order was warmly 
greeted by spokesmen for the au- 
tomobile. industry—now relieved 
of a 1,500,000 limit per quarter 
on passenger car manufacture—

He pre- 
dicted the amount available for 
the free market would increase 
during the January-March period. 

‘Steel for the military and 
atomic energy needs, still to have 
preferred status, has been esti- 
mated at about 12 to 13 per cent 
of total output. 


‘Feasible Step.’ 

In Detroit, L. L. Colbert, pres- 
ident of Chrysler Corp., called 
the decontrol move “a perfectly 
feasible step . . . without injury 
to the defense program.” 

Colbert said it was doubtful 
that any appreciable extra metal 
would be available immediately, 
but that in the future “we will 
be able to set out production 
schedules on a basis of availabil- 
ity of materials.” 

Henry Ford II, president of the 
Ford Motor Co., recently pre- 
dicted the production of 6,800,000 
cars and trucks this year with 
early decontrol, That would make 
1953 the industry's second biggest 
year.

British Training Plan. 

A close British affiliation was 
regarded as essential to allay fear 
in the French Parliament that 
West Germany otherwise will 
dominate the European army.

army. 

The French, it was generally 
understood,, are now satisfied 
Britain will make an appropriate 
declaration of co-operation with 
EDC—short of actual member- 
ship—when the government at 
Paris decides the time has come 
to seek Parliamentary ratifica- 
tion of the European army treaty. 

In the matter of French-British 
trade, the French apparently ob- 
tained less satisfaction, although 
the communique said Britain 
“undertook to give sympathetic 
consideration to the position of 
France when considering its fu- 
ture import arrangements and 
other related matters.”

EISENHOWER GOES 
TO CLUB FOR GOLF 
WITH GEN. BRADLEY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP) 
—It came ‘out today why Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was practicing 
those iron shots in the White 
House backyard. 

He was getting ready for his 
first round of golf since becom- 
ing President—at the Burning 
Tree club. Eisenhower left for 
the club just before noon. 

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the Presi- 
dent would play with Gen. Omar 
Bradley, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and two others 
if Bradley eould arrange a four- 
some. Hagerty added he did not 
believe there would be any trou- 
ble about that. 

Hagerty said the President has 
long been a member of the club 
and would bé playing as a private 
member. Hence, he added, there 
would be no photographers or 
newspaper men covering the 
event. 


GIVEN ESENHOWER 


Michigan U. Study Indi- 
cates It Was 20° Per 
Cent, Coming From 
All Ranks. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 14 
(AP)—Twenty per cent of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s winning presi- 
dential vote in November came 
from Democrats, according to a 
University of Michigan survey. 

This was reported today, along 
with other findings by the uni- 
versity’s survey research center 
on the basis of a national investi- 
gation carried out under a $90,000 
grant from the Carnegie Corp. of 
oes York. 

preliminary report on 
Survéy, Which will be compl 
in 1954, indicated that the Eisen- 
hower victory stemmed from a 
mass movement of the voters and 
not from a defection of any par- 
ticular group in the Democratic 


“There was a general shift 
toward the Republican candidates 
in almost all classes of voters,” 
the survey said. 

Catholics and big city residents, 
heavily Democratic in 1948, were 
about evenly split in 1952, The 
Democratic lead among labor 
union members declined between 
the two elections. White-collar 
workers, split evenly in 1948, 
went for Eisenhower 5 to 3 and 
farmers swung heavily for the 
general, 

These factors, said the survey, 
plus the overwhelming support of 
traditionally Republican groups, 
were about equally important in 
his victory. 

The center found that the over- 
all vote went 4 to 3 for Eisenhow- 
er and young people voting for 
the first time followed the same 
pattern. 

The increased turnout in the 
1952 election, which resulted in a 
record-breaking total of more 
than 60,000,000 votes, was felt in 
practically all population groups, 
the survey found. 

Also concluded by the survey 
was the idea that most voters 
made up their minds early. In a 
post-election checkup the survey 
said 68 per cent of those who had 
voted said they had known how 


they would vote as soon as the 


nominations were held or earlier. 

This was in marked contrast to 
the 1948 campaign when the re- 
search center study indicated a 
late shift of undecided voters 
played an important part in the 
Democratic victory. 

The center’s findings came as a 
result of a national survey of 2000 
persons, chosen by scientific 
methods of sampling. The study 
stemmed from an extended series 
of meetings with the committee 
on political behavior of the So- 
cial Science Research Council of 
Néw York. . 

It was conducted in two waves, 
the first beginning in the latter 
half of September and the second 
beginning on Nov. 10. More than 
200 separate pieces of information 
were gathered from each of the 
persons interviewed. 

Survey director Angus Camp- 
bell said the study showed a 55 to 
44 ratio of votes in favor of Eisen- 
hower, which turned out to be the 
exact ratio of the vote in Novem- 
ber. 

The center expects to publish a 
more complete statement of the 


findings later in the year.

BONN, Feb, 14—France has 
communicated to West Germany 
and to the other four signatories 
of the European army treaty a 
total of nine proposals for 
changes in the already much- 
negotiated and long-delayed in- 
tegrated army plan. 

The carefully guarded text of 
the French document was made 
available exclusively to this re- 
porter, as the Bonn government 
entered on its second day of study 
of the document. 

The reaction among German 
officials who have studied the 
proposals is extremely varied. 
Some regard them as an attempt 
by the French to place West Ger- 
many in an inferior position in 
the intégrated force. Others be- 
lieve that the French ideas are 
less alarming and can be success- 
fully negotiated. 

One of the reasons for this 
sharp difference in reaction is 
that the proposals are formulated 
at many points in exceedingly 
rlegalistic language and are sub- 
ject to many interpretations. In

Special Treatment 

The proposals are in the form 
of various types of protocols and 
re-interpretations of existing 
clauses in the European army 
treaty and are as follows: 

First, the French want a re- 
interpretation of Article 13 of the 
treaty which states that the su- 
preme commander of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization must 
agree before the French can with- 
draw units from the European 
army for use in serious emergen- 
cies in French colonies. 

Specifically, they want the 
other five members of the Euro- 
pean army treaty—West Ger- 
mnay, Italy, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg — to 
sign a protocol saying they rec- 
ognize France’s special needs and 
that they consider that the NATO 
commander should act affirma- 
tively on all the French demands 
to withdraw troops made under 
Article 13. 

Then, they want the North 
Atlantic Council to issue a resolu- 
tion ordering the NATO supreme 
commander to act in conformity 
with the views of France's special 
requirements as expressed in the 
six-nation protocol. 

‘Non-German’ Troops Plan. 

Second, the French want a spe- 
cial statute and financial regula- 
tions for “non-German” troops of 
the European army stationed in 
Germany. The Germans bridle at 
this demand, which they say 
means that the French want their 
own troops and those of the Bel- 
gians and Dutch to reclaim spe- 
cial privileges on German soil 
and that this “discriminates” 
against the Germans contrary to 
the integration concept. 

According to the Germans, fu- 
ture negotiations about certain 
extraterritorial rights were fore- 
seen, but they were to be held for 
the benefit of all six partners in 
the pact, and not to the exclusion 
of the Germans. 

Third, the French want new ne- 
gotiations “without delay” about 
the conditions under which for- 
eign aid—that is—American aid 
will be given to the six nations. 

Under Article 99 this aid was 
to be administered by the inte- 
grated army’s international com- 
missariat. The French have de- 
manded that this matter should 
be made clear by a special proto- 
col and that talks about it should 
be started immediately between 
the six members and the United 
States. The French objective 
here is not fully clear as yet, but 
the Germans are suspicious of it.

Beef Crisis, New Style 


In less than a month of taking office, the 


Eisenhower Administration faces a beef crisis. 


The price of cattle on the farm has fallen in 
three weeks from 92 per cent to 82 per cent of 
parity. In Congress the clamor for price sup- 
ports rises as farm belt representatives report 
harrowing tales of lost values on the feedlots 
and ranges. And everything that Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson says seems only to fan the 
flames of controversy. 

This beef crisis is a good deal different from 
the béef crisis of 1946 which played such a large 
part in electing the Republican Eightieth Con- 
gress. Then the cry that went up from the feed- 
lots and the ranges was a cry for free enter- 
prise, for an end to government interventien in 
the free market, for the good old law of supply 
and demand. | 

All through the spring of 1946, stockmen with- 
held their beef cattle from the market as Con- 
gress fought over price controls. In June, as 
the meat shortage became acute, Congress al- 
lowed price controls to lapse. The stockmen 
rushed their cattle to market at fancy prices 
throughout July and August. Congress passed a 
weakened controls law, and price ceilings were 
reimposed. Again the flow of cattle to market 
dried up, until President Truman was forced to 
suspend controls once more. The livestock in- 
dustry had won an impressive victory for the 
free, which at that time meant a high-price, 
market. 

When a free market means falling rather than 
rising prices, apparently much of the beef indus- 
try’s passion for the law of supply and demand 
disappears. Government intervention to hold 
prices up is not resented half so much as inter- 
vention to keep them down. And so Secretary 
Benson faces rough going in Congress because 
he declines to impose beef prige supports, and 
displays a lukewarm attitude toward high price 
supports in general. 

Part of the bitterness toward Mr. Benson 
arises, undoubtedly, because many farmers may 
have received an impression during the cam- 
paign that Republican farm policy would turn 
out to be different from what it is. On the 
whole, however, this farm policy is consistent 
with the general outlook and philosophy of the 
Administration, both as foreshadowed and as 
now being realized. Price controls are coming 
off; wage controls have gone; stringent econo- 
my in government expenditures is the goal. In 
this atmosphere, why should agriculture expect 
a special position of protection beyond that al- 
ready written into existing legislation? 

Certainly there are risks in the Republican 
policy. Should farm ineome shrink too far and 
too fast, the national income would also decline, 
and with it the taxpaying capacity needed to 
balance the budget. 

Certainly in the present situation somebody 
will get hurt. But then in a free market some- 
body always gets hurt. The consumers who were 
the victims of the beef crisis of 1946 remember 
it only too well.

Enforeing Ethical Conduct 

Evidence of the Missouri bar’s growing con- 
cern for the enforcement of ethical conduct 
among its members is the unusually large num- 
ber of attorneys disbarred throughout the state 
last year. The 10 disbarments and one suspen- 
sion, obtained through efforts of the Bar Ad- 
visory Committee of Missouri and local bar 
committees, is believed to be à record in the 
state’s recent history. The long fight for estab- 
lishment of an integrated bar so that thé pro- 
fession would be responsible for policing itself 
is paying dividends. 
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Unsentimental Note on Valentines 

Probably the chief justification for the widely 
held conceit that love is wonderful is the ten- 
der passion’s attribute of making everything 
connected with it seem wonderful. Take, for ex- 
ample, all those Valentines which add so con- 
siderably to the mailman's burden. 

We have just had a long look at the extensive 
display of these fancy missives at the Missouri 
Historical Society in Forest Park. And “wonder- 
ful” hardly seems the word for them; yet each 
one probably thrilled its recipient. 

From the earliest handmade varieties through 
the lithographs of the 1850s and the lacy Vic- 
torian pull-outs, they are hardly calculated to 
draw the praise of artists or designers. And their 
verses—some of them carefully copied from old 
valentine-writers’ manuals which offered ready- 
made greetings much as Western. Union now 
does—are definitely on the lugubrious side. Of 
course, characters like John Donne and Robert 
Herrick turned out some quite earthy lines, but 
they just do not go with paper lace, gilt cupids 
and arrow-pierced hearts. 

The plain fact is that the origins of the cus- 
tom were not quite prim and proper. In polite 
company it is held to celebrate the anniver- 
sary of the martyrdom of a Roman physician, 
St. Valentine. But that just happened to occur 
on February 14, the day on which the old Ro- 
mans celebrated the Lupercalia and paired off 
their young people by lot. In the Middle Ages, 
as Chaucer explained, it was held that the birds 
first mated on this day. Protest against the 
shift from earthiness to holiness may account 
for the cynicism which produced the “penny 
dreadfuls,“ those venomous lampoons and cari- 
catures which blow away so much of the valen- 
tine froth. 

But there is no need to worry about any in- 
congruities so long as love is wonderful. Any- 
way, we avoided all the pitfalls by buying some 
candy. The red heart-shaped box? Just a co- 
incidence. 
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Correcting an Impression 

High Commissioner Conant’s arrival in Bonn 
gave the State Department an opportunity to re- 
pair any damage done in Europe by an unfortu- 
nate impression left by Secretary of State Dul- 
les's visit there a week earlier. 

Mr. Conant stated quite clearly that President 
Eisenhower's recent reference to secret agree- 
ments, which Congress will be asked to repudi- 
ate, does not apply to the Potsdam agreement. 
This means that the American position on Ger- 
many’s eastern frontier remains unchanged. We 
still support the Potsdam pact, which temporari- 
ly established the frontier on its present line, 
and still expect the final boundaries to be fixed 
when a German peace treaty is signed. 

A quite different impression seemed to pre- 
vail in Bonn just after Secretary Dulles left. 
When Chancellor Adenauer at a press confer- 
ence was asked whether Mr, Dulles’ champion- 
ship of German reunification applied to those 
territories beyond the Oder now being admin- 
istered by Poland under the Potsdam agreement, 
the chancellor replied: “What you must do is 
read President Eisenhower's declaration on the 
abrogation of certain secret agreements.” 

This was interpreted in Europe as meaning 
that the United States would back any West 


en demands for recapture of the lost ar 
* — 


ritories.” That question is dynamite in Europe, 
particularly among the French who fear that a 
rearmed Germany might insist on the restora- 
tion of its prewar frontiers at the risk of war. 

American policy, for the present, has been 
set right. The United States supports the tem- 
porary German frontiers where they now are, 
and leaves the question of any future revision to 
the peaceful negotiation of a final treaty. 
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What Chiang Means by “Aid” 
What are the facts about Chiang Kai-shek’s 


claim that his troops can launch an all-out inva- 


sion of China? 


The first limitation is stated by Chiang him- 


self. He would require the help of friendly 
states”. in the form of “air and naval weapons 
and ammunition.” 


By friendly states“ he is bound to mean 
the United States. No other country capable of 


doing it would conceivably do it. 

What kind of aid would the United States 
have to supply? “Air and naval weapons and 
ammunition” sounds altogether vague. There 
would be nothing vague about the realities. 

Chiang has 60-odd small ships, ranging up to 
a destroyer, and probably about 275 airplanes. 
This means the United States would have to 
supply most of the navy to transport his troops 
from Formosa some 170 miles to the mainland, 
and the airplanes to protect the operation. 

Chiang’s troops are believed able to sustain 
themselves on the continent not longer than 
three days. If they stayed longer, as they would 
have to do for full-scale invasion, it would be 
because the United States kept pouring in sup- 
plies, equipment, ammunition — from more 
American ships, protected by more American 
airplanes. ä 
Meanwhile, there would be nothing surpris- 
ing about it ff the Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment retaliated by an air attack on Formosa. 
The United States has committed itself to pre- 
vent attacks on Formosa. To what extent it 
would then become involved in the defense of 
the island, with planes, ships and conceivably 
troqps, only the event itself would make clear. 

And all this would have been done by the 
United States in order for some 400,000 
Nationalist soldiers at most, with a drastically 
limited supply of replacements (the total popu- 
lation of Formosa is about 9,000,000) to oppose 
an equal or ‘probably much larger Communist 
force, well-intrenched, backed by an army said 
to number 4,000,000, and with a population of 
463,000,000 to draw upon for replacements. 

These figures barely suggest the heaviness of 
the stakes the United States would have to put 
up, and the length of the odds against winning. 
The stakes would be bloody, the odds desperate. 
Let us not allow that to be lost sight of behind 
the comfortably vague assurances of Chiang. 
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Builder of Good Citizens 


It would be hard to think of a St. Louisan 
who quietly contributed more to improving the 
citizenship of this community over the last gen- 
eration than Frank L. Williams, kindly. man of 
principle, who died at the age of 88. 

Educated at Berea College and the University 
of Cineinnati, Mr. Williams entered the public 
school system here soon after the turn of the 
century. He was principal of Sumner high 
school for 20 years and after that principal of 
Washington Technical high school and still later 
at Vashon. All the while he was doihg other 
good works—as chairman of the Board of the 
Pine Street VM. C. A as a membéf of the St. 
Louis Housing Authority, as a worker for the 
Homer G. Phillips hospital, as curator of Lincoln 
university at Jefferson City. 

This work was chiefly among the city’s Ne- 
groes, but as such it was with that part of the 
population which has grown most in the last 
quarter century. When Frank Williams directed 
Negro boys and girls along the.raad to good 
citizenship he benefitted everyone in St. Louis. 
Now that his people constitute. nearly. 20 per 
cent of the city’s population, St. Louis could use 
a dozen Frank L. Williamses. 
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No Hidden Lists 


In order to let the public look at the workings 
of the state welfare program, the Missouri 
House finally approved a bill to permit inspec- 
tion of lists of those who receive state aid. 

Unfortunately, the vote on the question was 
largely partisan. Of 85 Republicans, 73 voted 
for the bill. Of 71 Democrats, 40 voted against 
it, in spite of support from Democratic Gov. 
Donnelly. Most of the Democratic legislators 
showed their usual concern for the political 
power of old age pensioners. 

The main argument against the measure was 
that it would open to ridicule persons who re- 
ceive pensions, aid for dependent children or 
aid for disability. This was a sound objection 
to some past efforts to strip the secrecy from 
the welfare rosters. But such criticism does 
not apply to the new House bill. 

A 1951 change in federal law permitted states 
to allow public inspection of welfare rolls only 


if safeguards were provided. The Missouri bill 


meets that test. It provides that individuals can 
inspect monthly rosters of names of welfare re- 
cipients and the amounts received. But it would 
be unlawful to copy the lists or to publish them, 
or to use them for any commercial or political 
purposes, 

Since the federal law was changed, seven 
states have removed the secrecy ban on welfare 
rolls. Illinois is one. Officials of that state re- 
port no abuse of the inspection privilege. Most 
requests for inspection came from persons and 
groups with an honest interest in checking the 
state welfare operation. 

Missouri’s old age pension system has cer- 
tainly aroused enough criticism to justify pub- 
lic inspection. Undeserving persons should be 
kept off the rolls. More funds ought to be avail- 
able for those who really need state aid—espe- 
cially the unemployable. And Gov. Donnelly has 
estimated that an inspection law could promote 
a 10 per cent saving in pension costs. 

In short, lifting the secrecy ought to mean not 
just economy for the state, but better assistance 
for those who need assistance.

A sandpit was dug in 
the ground and a week ago Friday three chil- 
dren drowned in water that accumulated there.

Eli Maiz makes Ebenezer Scrooge appear 
as the world’s most generous man. If. ever a 
community should take property through the 
right of eminent domain for the benefit of all, 
Elmont, N.Y., ought to take the property of 
Eli Maiz.

Stratton 
sees himself as 
the combination of 
watchdog and spark- 
plug that can make 
this rickety machine , 
work well. If so, we 
think that he overestimates his abilities. 


As a candidate for the office in the 
large field which the Republican primary 
attracted, Gov. Stratton necessarily made 
the strongest alliances that he could. He 
also needed money, and he found it where 
he could: 


This is the way of politics; and the obli- 
gations incurred thereby are generally un- 
derstood and excused. But there are limits 
beyond which a governor with a regard 
for the reputation of his administration 
should not go. 

There are numerous Stratton appoint- 
ments which can be accounted for on no 
basis save that of political obligation. A 
fair sample is that of E. A. Rosenstone to 
head the important Department of Public 
Works and Buildings, 


Mr. Rosenstone was a member of the 
notoriously political Commerce Commis- 
sion of the Green Administration, and sub- 
sequently an Assistant State Treasurer un- 
der Stratton. We do not regard his back- 
ground as hopeful for the office. 


Livingston E, Osborne, named to the 
State Athletics Commission, was the Con- 
servation Director of the Green Adminis- 
tration, whose handling of the Wolf Lake

For another :instance,.George R. Perrine 
of Aurora was. named to the Commerce 
Commission, whose duty it is to regulate 
rates of services of utilities collecting many 
millions yearly from Illinois citizens. 


Mr. Perrine happens to be a law part- 
ner of State Senator Merritt J. Little, 
chairman of the executive committee. His 
biography lists him as having also been 
a bank president during the time he was 
an Assistant Commerce Commissioner from 
1942-1948. 5 


The law is quite specific that Commerce 
Commissioners should have no other posi- 
tion of profit. There was probably no con- 
flict of interest in Mr. Perrine’s situation, 
but he does not seem to have strictly ob- 
served a part of the law which it was his 
duty to enforce. 


The case of Robert Barrett, the Insur- 
ance Director, is somewhat different. His 
political clout (influence) comes from his 
brother, George F. Barrett, Attorney 
General for two terms ending in 1948. 


Gov. Stratton says he never discusses 
cash contributions to his campaigns. The 
Illinois law is seriously defective in not 
making these a matter of public record. 
But it is safe to say that George was a 
heavy contributor to the Stratton coffers. 

A review of his record in office is a 
good study in what can happen to the pub- 
lic interest. The outstanding instance is 
the case in which the state would have 
lost, by. his behavior, $300,000 in sales 
taxes on night clubs except for the ener- 
getic action of his successor, Ivan Elliott. 


And whatever the truth about the no- 
torious Prudence Life Insurance Co. case, 
the fact remains that it wound up as a 
Barrett property after George had pro- 
ceeded against it as Attorney General. This 
is not the fine sense of the scrupulous we 
would hope for from our public officials. 


In many of their activities, George and 
Robert have operated as a team. Robert 
has resigned his insurance connections, but 
his brothers stay in. Robert now has au- 
thority to discipline their competitors. 

Gov. Stratton has adopted the unusual 
procedure of naming an “advisory commis- 
sion” of insurance executives presumably 
to oversee the office. It would seem to in- 
dicate some feeling of insecurity in his 
own mind. 

Events will disclose whether his hopes 
had more justification than his fears.

IN MOSCOW: CLOSE 
STALIN ASSOCIATE 


Ex-Minister of State Con- 
trol Was One of Few 
High-Ranking Jews, in 
Kremlin. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 14 (AP) — Lt. 
Gen. Lev Zakharovich Mekhlis, a 
eto ‘of the Communist party’s 
Central Committee and close as- 
sociate of Prime Minister Stalin, 
died last night of a heart attack. 
He was 64 years old.

mation on Mekhlis said he was 
one of two or three high-ranking 
Jews in the Soviet Government.) 

The Moscow radio, which dis- 
closed Mekhlis's death, announced 
his body would lie in state today 
in the Soviet capital's Hall of 
Columns with an honor guard of 
ranking Russian leaders. 

The broadcast said he will be 
given a state funeral in Red 
Square and will be buried in that 
square, near the Kremlin wall. 

Mekhlis had the full confidence 
of Stalin. In the early days of 
the Communist revolution, he was 
a leader in workers and peasants 
inspection, In 1940, this organiza- 
tion became the Ministry of State 
Control with Mekhlis remaining 
as chief. 

During the war years, his min- 
istry checked on activities of So- 
viet state organs. It also had the 
job of implementing decisions of 
the powerful State Committee on 
Defense. 

Only last week Mekhlis was 
registered along with other im- 
portant Communists as a candi- 
date for deputy in the Moscow 
city government. 

He was awarded the Order of 
Lenin on his sixtieth birthday in 
January 1949, 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said Mekhlis died of a heart seiz- 
ure following degeneration of the 
brain and vessels of the heart and 
nervous system. 

The death report was signed by 
I. I. Kuperin, head of the Kremlin 
Health Department, and four 
other doctors, Tass said.

The violin virtuosity of Nathan 
Milstein was displayed here again 
last night; this time on The Prin- 
cipia concert series, In the yec- 
ollection of this observer, it was 
one of the most rewarding reci- 
tals ever heard in Howard Hall. 
The audience seemed to sense 
from the start it was sitting in on 
something special and rewarded 
each offering with enthusiastic 
applause, 

Milstein was in top condition, 
both technically and artistically. 
His tone was ever ingratiating, 
his intonation impeccable, his 
phrasing clean and straightfor- 
ward. Never was there compro- 
mising of lyric content or over- 
obvious expressiveness. Milstein 
got everything he asked from his 
1716 Stradivarius. 

It was wonderful violin playing, 
but also wonderful playing of 
Handel, Bach, Franck, Bloch, 
Smetana, Stravinsky and Saint- 

ens. Milstein waded into the 
proper musical depth of each. 
Sonatas were Handel's D Major, 
his most celebrated, and Cesar 
Franck’s A Major. Sandwiched 
between them were the unaccom- 
panied prelude and gavotte from 
Bach’s E Major Partita. All were 
kept judiciously in their proper 
framework. 

Bloch’s “Nigun” was given a 
rhapsodic splendor. Stravinsky’s 
“Song of a Russian Maiden,” 
whose beautiful main theme he 
also used in his opera Mavra,“ 
demonstrated further Milstein's 
profound lyrical temperament. 
Completing the printed program, 
to be repeated tonight. at Elsah, 


HI., were Smetana’s From My 


Homeland“ and the dazzling In- 
troduction and Rondo Capricci- 
oso” by Saint-Saens. Encores were 
the violinist’s own arrangement

Group of Senators Says 
Agency Will Be Abol- 
ished — Opponents Not 
Optimistic. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
Scandals which have plagued the 
Reconstruction Finance. Corpora- 


tion may get a new airing in a 
Senate move to abolish the huge 
government lending agency. 

A bipartisan group led by Sen- 
ator Byrd ‘(Dem.), Virginia, 
launched the new attack with 
claims that we're going to win,“ 
and Senators opposing them con- 
ceded frankly that may be cor- 


rect. 

First test of strength on the 
issue will come when the Senate 
Banking Committee considers the 
abolition bill, intraduced yester- 
day by Byrd and four other Sena- 
tors, They are Senators Robert- 
son (Dem.), Virginia; Bricker 
(Rep.), Ohio; Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, and Williams (Rep.), 
Delaware. 

: Loans to Treasury. 

The measure would order the 

RFC to wind up its lending pro- 
gram by next Jan. 1. It also would 
hand over the agency’s estimated 
$700,000,000 of outstanding loans 
to the Treasury Department for 
collection. Its other duties, in- 
cluding managing the synthetic 
rubber program, would go to the 
Commerce Department. 
Byrd's bill would let President 
Eisenhower decide whether to 
shift to the Treasury or the Fed- 
eral Reserve the custody of any 
defense loan funds Congress may 
decide to continue. The RFC now 
administers them. 

A similar move ta put RFC out 
of business got a big boost last 
year from scandals uncovered by 
a banking subcommittee headed 
by Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas. It charged that some 
members of the White House staff 
had become involved in an influ- 
ence peddling ring, and that the 
group improperly influenced the 
fate of many big RFC loans. 

RFC Shaken Up. 

RFC dropped out of the head- 
lines after a shakeup of its man- 
agement and organization struc- 
ture. 

Bricker, now out of the city, 
told a reporter in advance of his 
departure that he believed the 
scandals would figure prominent- 
ly in debates on the bill. 

Some Senate Democrats, pre- 
paring to defend the RFC on 
grounds small business needs its 
lending facilities, conceded they 
probably face an uphill fight.

AVE you had your dog im- 
munized? Your 1953 dog li- 
cense is due in two weeks. 
The deadline this year has been 
extended to March 1, to give dog 
owners an additionhl two months 
to have their dogs immunized 
against rabies as a prerequisite 
to obtaining a license. a 
new Rabies Ordinance, 
approved last April, makes it 


‘mandatory for every owned dog 


within the city limits to be im- 
munized against rabies each year. 
This ordinance reads in part: “No 
license for a dog shall be issued 
unless the owner shall have paid 
the license fee ($1.00) ... and 
surrendered to the license col- 
lector an immunization certifi- 


veterinarian reciting 
og was immunized against rabies 
on the day therein stated, which 
day shall be during the then cur- 
rent calendar year or not more 
than 60 days before the begin- 
ning thereof.” 

BECAUSE this immunization 
requirement is being enforced 
this year for the first time many 
dogs who have been vaccinated 
during the past year must be re- 
vaccinated to comply with the 
new ordinance. This has caused 
a great deal of consternation 
among dog owners who are 
afraid it will harm their pets to 
be vaccinated twice in the same 
12 month period. 

The Rabies Control Committee 
of the Greater St. Louis Veter- 
inary Medi 


against rabies of all dogs of all 
ages. Dogs that have been 
vaceinated prior to Nov. 1 will be 


- benefited by a second vaccina- 


tion prior to the customary year- 
ly vaccination. Each vaccination 
will improve the immunity and 
the resistance of said dog 
against rabies. There is no harm 
whatever from frabies vaccine 
and none whatever from repeat- 
ed vaccination over a period of 
time. Rabies vaccine does only 
one thing. It gives protection 
against rabies.”

OWNERS of unlicensed dogs 
are subject to arrest and fine 
after March 1. Stray or owner 
dogs found running, or being at 
large, in the city will continue to 
be picked up and impounded by 
the city marshal. Dogs unclaimed 
within 72 hours are humanely 
put to death.

his effort to pre-empt by jumping 
to two hearts was pretty risky. 
North recognized the bid clearly 
enough as a shut-out effort, but 
he had the right to think that 
South had at least six hearts to 
as good as the queen-jack. True, 
when South passed 


monds, North might have turned 
conservative, but he felt that 
South should be able to make 
four hearts. 


West opened the three of dia- 
monds; East took his queen and 
wisely led another diamond 
honor. Declarer showed some 
wisdom on his own account; he 
ruffed the second trick with 
dummy’s ace, then led the trump 
six. East ducked and South won. 
Another trump lead was taken by 
East, who returned a third dia- 
mond. South ruffed and drew 
East’s remaining trumps, then 
with the certain knowledge that 
East had started out with at least 
six diamonds, four trumps, and 
presumably had some strength in 
spades, South took the club 
finesse. It would have been un- 
lucky indeed if East had had the 


club queen, since he was marked 


with no more than a singleton 
in that suit, but South ran into 
no such disaster — and when he 
made four club tricks, he also 
made the doubled contract. 

Incidentally, it might be ob- 
served that if South had not put 
in the rash bid of two hearts, 
North probably would have ended 
up in a four spade contract, down 
at least one.
